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Washington, Aug. 12.—President 


Wilson and Secretary Lansing con- 
ferred at length today on the Mexi- 
can situation. 'Details of yesterday's 
conference in New York of the Latin- 
American diplomats were given to 
the president by the 
secretary 
of 


state. 


Just before Mr. Lansing went to 


the White House, he announced that 
the appeal to the factions and to the 
leaders in Mexico will not 
be sent 


today as arrangements for its trans- 
mission by telegraph and mail to re- 
mote parts of Mexico are not com- 
plete. 
The communication has been 


finished and signed and it has been 
approved by the president. 


With the return of the president, 


it was again reiterated that the Pan- 
American peace plan does not con- 
template in any way the use of force, 
or the impairment of Mexico's sover- 
eignty or interference in her domes- 
tic affairs. 
The purpose of the ap- 


peal is to influence 
the Mexicans 


themselves to hold a peace conven- 
tion and the government created by 
that action will be accorded recogni- 
tion whether or not the acquiescence 
of all the factions is obtained. 


The sending of battleships to Vera 


Cruz and other movements that may 
follow are described 
officially 
as 


precautionary measures to afford as- 
sistance to foreigners, but officials 
feel reassured today that there will 
be no necessity of any physical ac- 
tion.

MEETING TO URGE 


THAT COTTON BE 


HADE CONTRABAND 
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London, Aug. 12.—The Manchester 


Guardian denies the implication that 
the meeting held in London last night 
to urge the government to declare cot- 
ton contraband was tainted with com- 
mercialism, in that the coton interests 
would benefit by such a declaration. 


"If Manchester men have a policy 


it is not for trade or for sectional 
reasons, but 
on broadly 
national 


grounds," this paper says. "Our own 
views on tho matter are these: Cotton 
is more necessary for purposes of war 
than any other article of commerce, 
and it passes our comprehension how 
it ever came to be put on the free 
list." 
The Guardian deprecates thp sug- 


gestion that England should buy the 
American crop, if cotton should be 
declared contraband, arguing that in 
case loss must be sustained, 
the 


American growers should be the chief 
sufferers. 
"When cotton was contra- 


band during the civil war," it adds, 
"no one bought a supply to relieve the 
famine in Manchester." 


These totals were prepared for publication early in June, but were withheld because the French authori- 


ties feared the enormity of the figures might have a bad moral effect on the people. The losses of Serbia are 
not available, but as that country has suffered from plague in addition to war they must be large. 


The largest total loss is charged to Austro-Hungary, the largest proportionate loss to Belgium. Enough 


persons have been killed to populate a. country like Sweden. 


The most astounding feature is the ratio of killed to wounded. In previous modern wars the number 


of wounded has been to the number of dead as four or five to one. Here the two categoiies are much more 
nearly equal. 
Many of the wounded have joined their regiments, but many are crippled for life. 
The sick, 


who have been numerous in all the armies, are not listed here.

A Unique Lightship. 


Off the island of Islay, on the west 


c.'Xist of Scotland, there Is stationed at 
the. Otter rock a unique, lightship. 
It 


is unmanned, yet ic can be relied on 
to display the warning light to guide 
the mariner on this dangerous coast. 
It is a most ingeniously constructed 
vessel and the only one of its kind. 
In its two steel tanks a sufficient quan- 
tity of gas can be stored to supply tie 
lantern for several months. 
Experi- 


ments have shown that the light may 
be depended upon to burn continuously 
for months at a time. The approxi- 
mate duration, of the light can be pre- 
determined, and there Is no danger 
whatciier of its being extinguished L./ 
wind or spray. The light is visible at 
a distance of from eight to tweh e 
miles. The lightship also has a bell, 
which is made to ring automatically 
by means of an ingenious device that 
utilizes the gas as it passes from the 
tanks to the lantern to work the bell 
clapper.—Every Week.

High explosive shells are strong steel 


cases with a fuse, usually placed in the 
base. The charge employed may be 
either lyddite, which is a preparation 
of picric acid—or trl-nitrotoluol. 
The 


metal in the shell is fairly thick. The 
explosion is very violent, and has a 
thoroughly destuctivo efl'ect upon any- 
thing near the poiiit where the shell 
explodes—concrete, 
walls, 
entangle- 


ments, steel shields for the trenches or 
for guns. 


Shrapnel are quite different projec- 


tiles and are serviceable against in- 
fantry in the open or lightly intrench 
ed. They are thin steel cases contain- 
ing a very small charge of low or mod- 
erate power explosive, which opens the 
cases and liberates a. large number of 
bullets In them. These cover an ovul 
area as they scatter and kill unprotect- 
ed men. Shrapnel are useless against 
fortified positions, strongly built houses 
or deep and well planned intrench- 
meute.—Pearson's,
